Prior Council Action: January 11, 2007 classification ordinance.

This action approves an ordinance to establish the classifications and number of positions in the
classified service of the Police Department and repeals Ordinance No 20070111-014.

The classification ordinance is being amended to reflect the addition of two (2) Assistant Chief Positions,
and reducing the number of Police Officer positions by two (2).

In October 19, 2006, Council approved the reclassification of 2 Assistant Chief positions into the rank of
Sergeant thus leaving the department with 3 Assistant Chief positions. The reclassification was to allow
the new Chief of Police the opportunity to determine the appropriate size of his or her management team.

This classification change does not increase the overall sworn strength of the department.

The following civil service classifications of the Police Department and the number of positions in each
classification are established as follows:

Assistant Chief 5 Commander 19 Police Lieutenant 58 Police Sergeant 151 Police Detective 288 Police
Corporal 72 Police Officer 849.
